Save our pubs 
says brewery 


A COUNTY brewery 
planning to reopen a closed 
Banbury pub has called on 
entrepreneurs to save 
watering holes from 
developers.

South Oxfordshire’s White 
Horse Brewery is to reopen 
The Buck & Bell in North 
Bar Street as The White 


Horse At Banbury Cross in 
January. It was previously 
operated by major pub 
company Enterprise Inns, 
which is also marketing the 
closed Dog and Gun opposite. 

White Horse Brewery 
managing director Andy 
Wilson said smaller firms 
like his were well placed to 
reopen pubs closed by major 
“pubco” companies. 

Pubcos regularly operate a 
“tie” deal, where landlords 
have to buy beers from the 
brewery owners at higher 
than average prices. 

Mr Wilson said of major 
firms: “I think they expect 
too much of a return. They 
have shareholders, they have 
to make sure everybody gets 
their share of the cake and it 
doesn’t leave a lot for the 
person with the lease.” 

Mr Wilson has spent more 
than £150,000 on the pub, 
which closed in June. 

Breweries can capitalise on 
a growing interest in county 
beers, he said. 

“They come to an 
Oxfordshire pub and they 
want to drink an Oxfordshire 
beer, they don’t want to 
drink a beer from the Outer 
Hebrides.” 

He said he was pleased to 
secure the pub’s future as it 
had been marketed with 
“redevelopment potential” 
for offices, shops or 
residential use. 

Enterprise Inns had not 
commented at the time of 
going to press. 

The closed Woolpack in 
nearby Horsefair is being 
marketed by Savills as 
having planning permission 
for eight homes. The Unicorn 


Inn in Market Place, which 
closed in 2009, could also be 
sold for flats if a pub buyer is 
not found said Lawrence 
Tosh, part of a group 
marketing the site. 

He said: “The trade model 
of pubs does not work, it is a 
historic thing. The pub 
companies need it to pay 
back the banks. The reason 
so many pubs are closing is 
because the companies are in 
trouble themselves.” 

But the area near the 
Market Place will get a boost 
early next month when Hook 
Norton Brewery’s Coach and 
Horses reopens after a two- 
month makeover. 

A Commons committee 
this year condemned pubcos, 
saying the industry had 
failed to show it could 
regulate itself despite 
repeated warnings. 

Neil Williams, spokesman 
for the British Beer & Pub 
Association, which 
represents major breweries, 
said while tie beers were 
more expensive for landlords, 
leaseholders benefited from 
low start-up costs. 

He said: “There is room for 
huge diversity in the pub 
sector and the tie model is a 
vital part of that.” 

Free houses were closing 
at a faster rate than those 
owned by major firms, he 
said, and beer tax and cheap 
supermarket alcohol were 
bigger problems.

77-year-old attacked in her home 

Woman’s 
defiance to 


boy rapist 


A 77-YEAR-OLD woman 
who was raped in her 
own home by a boy has 
defiantly said she would 
not let it ruin her life. 

The grandmother was 
attacked after the boy 
talked his way into her 
home by claiming he 
wanted to speak to her 
about the war, because it 
was around 
Remembrance Day. 

However, after gaining 
her trust, he then 
attacked her. 

The victim, who 
cannot be identified, 
agreed to talk about 
her ordeal because she 
did not want anyone 
else to be attacked. 

She said: “I’m 
determined (the attacker) 
will not ruin my life. He 
ruined my weekend and 
that was enough. 

“I’m trying to continue 
with my life as normal as 
I can, but I will never be 
able to forget what he did 
to me. It has left me 
feeling disgusted and 
angry. He attacked me in 
my own home and 
violated me.” 

The attacker knocked 
at the woman’s door at

about 9am on Saturday, 
November 12, in the 
Hardwick area of 
Banbury. 

She said: “He wanted 
me to help him with his 
school project about the 
War. As it was 
Remembrance Day 
weekend, I was only too 
happy to talk about it. 

“I feel very foolish for 
letting him in the first 


place. I just want to 
understand why he did 
what he did. It was a 
hellish ordeal.” 

The woman said she 
was powerless to stop the 
youth and added: “I 
asked him ‘why are you 
doing this?’ and ‘why 
me?’ All he said was in 
response was ‘I like 
you’.” 

The woman’s phone 
rang during the attack 
and she said she 


convinced him to answer 
it because people would 
wonder where she was. 

It gave her the chance 
to raise the alarm, using 
a personal care alert 
around her neck. 

She said: “He couldn’t 
see I had one and I didn’t 
want to show him in case 
he strangled me with it 
or snatched it off me. 

“When I had done that 
(pressed it) I knew I had 
to compose myself and 
let out the biggest 
scream I ever have in 
my life. 

“I knew the alarm 
receiving call centre 
would hear me and 
they would send help. 
“It was then he got 
up and ran out and 
closed the door behind 
him.” 

Her son, who was 
coming around to visit, 
missed catching the 
attacker by seconds. 

Police later arrested a 
14-year-old on suspicion 
of rape. He has been 
charged and remanded in 
custody until Friday, 
November 25, when he 
will appear in Oxford 
Crown Court.

Villages will lose bus 
service after changes 


By Oliver Evans 

CROPREDY and Little 
Bourton are to lose a regular 
bus service to Banbury. 

Stagecoach is to withdraw 
the villages from the 200 
route from December 10. 

The villages were included 
in the Banbury to Daventry 
route when the A361 was 
closed for flood defence work 
in March, diverting the bus 
through the villages. 

Stagecoach took over from 
operator Geoff Amos 
coaches when it went out of 
business in August. 

Stagecoach says it cannot 
keep the villages in the route 
as this would hit punctuality. 

Trevor Bayliss, manager 
for Banbury services, said: 
“We are aware that this may 
prove unpopular with 


Diversion made route ‘unreliable’ 


residents in Cropredy, who 
have benefited from this 
diversion. However, the 
original route will provide a 
more reliable service for 
passengers.” 

He said the firm was 
“pleased to provide a faster, 
more direct service”. 

But Stagecoach timetables, 
which stress times are only 
an estimate, show journeys 
would only be cut by about 
five minutes to 55 minutes. 

There are 12 services of 
the 200 bus from the two 
villages, with the earliest 
leaving Cropredy at 7.30am, 
on Mondays to Saturdays. 

Cropredy will now only be 
served by Stagecoach’s 277 
from Leamington Spa to 


Banbury, which leaves the 
village at 10.07am and 
12.30pm Monday to Saturday. 

Its 65 and 66 service will 
now serve Little Bourton, 
leaving the village with five 
services at 8.30am, 10.36am, 
12.36pm, 2.36pm and 6.22pm. 

Ken Atack, member for 
Cropredy on Cherwell 
District Council, said: “It 
would have been nice if they 
had kept it. But, at the end of 
the day, a company like 
Stagecoach operate their 
business very efficiently. 

“It is important, more 
than anything else, that we 
have a service of some sort 
through Cropredy.” 

The A361 was closed for 
Environment Agency 


flooding work to raise the 
road and install culverts 
underneath. 

It was meant to reopen in 
July but this was delayed 
until October 28, as council 
engineers said it needed to 
be wider after a site visit. 

Drivers complained their 
cars had been damaged by 
the poor state of rural side 
roads. 

Agency flood risk manager 
Ian Tomes said: “We know 
the extended closure has 
been very frustrating for 
local people, who have had to 
put up with more traffic 
through their villages. 

“We would like to say 
thank you to them, and 
anyone else impacted by 


these works, for their 
patience.” 

The agency said it was on 
track to complete work at two 
other sites by the end of the 
year. 

This includes low walls and 
earth embankments at the 
Tramways Industrial Estate 
near the town’s railway 
station, hit by floods in 1998.

Cabbie loses licence in High Court ruling 


A TAXI driver with a criminal record has 
had his licence taken off him by the 
High Court. 

Naveed Anwar was convicted of 
common assault in March 2009 after he 
attacked his wife, but failed to declare it 
when he renewed his taxi licence. 

But the conviction was picked up by 
a Criminal Records Bureau check, and 
licensing authority Cherwell District 
Council refused his application. 

He appealed against the decision to 
the council but it was refused. 


Anwar took his case to North 
Oxfordshire Magistrates’ Court in 
January 2010, on the grounds that 
refusing the licence meant he could not 
support his family, and won his case. 

But the council was unhappy with the 
decision and took the case to London’s 
High Court. Anwar was able to operate 
as a taxi driver until November 10 this 
year, when the High Court made its 
ruling and his license was revoked. 

His Honour Judge Bidder handed 
down a judgement, effectively throwing 


out the decision made by magistrates. 

He said: “They (North Oxfordshire 
magistrates) took into account an 
irrelevant reason, which no reasonable 
court would have done.” 

It is the first time this situation has 
been tested at the High Court and has 
set a precedent for future cases of its 
kind. The council’s deputy leader 
George Reynolds said: “This was a very 
important decision as it has 
implications for licensing authorities 
across the country.”

A COUNCIL leader has hit out at his 
own authority for cutting speed lim¬ 
its on a key route into Banbury.

The Conservative, responding as 
member for Bloxham, which 
includes Adderbury, told the 
Banbury Cake the roads were too 
“open” to warrant 30mph. 

Aynho Road resident James 
Jordan, 69, said of Mr Mitchell: “He 


is wrong, he shouldn’t be saying that. 
The road is very very dangerous.” 

Adderbury Parish Council chair¬ 
man Diane Bratt backed the Twyford 
Road speed reduction. 

Thames Valley Police spokesman 
Chris Kearney said: “Until recently 
speeding was listed as one of the 
neighbourhood priorities for the 
Adderbury area. Thames Valley 
Police will always work to address 
the priorities of its neighbourhoods.”

POSTCARDS that look like parking fines 
will be slipped under windscreen wipers of 
cars parked in Bretch Hill and Ruscote after 
a spate of vehicle break-ins.

Man knocked teen off moped after four pints 

No pity at all 
for son’s killer

THE mother of a teenage moped 
rider killed by a speeding drink- 
driver has said she hopes the cul¬ 
prit “will be haunted forever” by 
the crash. 

Company director Glen 
Holburt, 53, was jailed for four 
years at Oxford Crown Court on 
Wednesday, November 16, after 
earlier admitting causing death 
by careless driving while over 
the drink-drive limit. 

Eddie Lynch, 16, was killed 
when Holburt’s Audi A6 hit his 
stationary moped on the B4031 
Clifton Road, Deddington, on 
April 15. 

The Kidlington teenager, who 
had his brake light, rear light 
and indicator on, was waiting to 
turn into a field to attend a party. 

His helmet came off in the inci¬ 
dent, and he was not insured nor 
had he passed his compulsory 
basic training, though Judge 
Patrick Eccles said the last two 
factors did not mitigate the 
defendant’s responsibility. 

Eddie’s mother said: “No sen¬ 



tence given here would reflect 
the utter devastation Mr Holburt 
has caused to our lives. 

“Mr Holburt is a dangerous 
man and he represents all those 
who think they can totally disre¬ 
gard the law. He drank to excess, 
drove a high-powered vehicle at 
speed and killed our child. 

“There is not one person here 
who will feel sorry for him. With 
his lack of remorse he has for¬ 
feited the right to any forgiveness 
we may have had. We hope he 
will be haunted forever by the 
events of that night.” 


The defendant had continued 
to drink in a pub local to the vic¬ 
tim’s family, which Judge Eccles 
noted was “insensitive”. 

Holburt, of Duns Tew Road, 
Hempton, had drunk four pints 
of ale in the Deddington Arms 
pub before the crash and had 
63mcg of alcohol in 100ml of 
breath. The legal limit is 35mcg. 
A director of Talarius, a compa¬ 
ny that operates about 180 gam¬ 
ing centres and 10,000 machines 
in the UK, he hit Eddie at a mini¬ 
mum of 48mph in a 40mph zone. 

Judge Eccles was handed 30 
character references for the mar¬ 
ried father-of-two, who was a 
director at gambling-machine 
company RAL Ltd, and told he 
covered 35,000 miles a year with 
only a speeding fine to his name. 

The judge said: “You had the 
choice whether to drive or to ask 
(your wife) to drive (...) and it 
seems to me any man who has a 
choice like that and rejects it 
without thinking deserves a 
degree of condemnation.” 

Holburt was also banned from 
driving for six years.

News in brief 

MYSTERY surrounds the death of a 
41-year-old man who fell or jumped 
from an electricity pylon, an inquest 
heard. 

Carlos Velez of Middleton Road, 
Banbury, landed on the roof of an 
adjacent building at the Thames 
Water compound at Bretch Hill, 
Oxfordshire coroner Nicholas 
Gardiner ruled in a narrative verdict at 
an inquest in Oxford. The inquest 
heard that police had been unable to 
establish the circumstances of the 
incident, which happened over the 
weekend of July 9-10. 


TRADE union strikes 
later this month are to 
cause “unprecedented” 
closures of schools, 
libraries, council 
offices and health 
services. 

Union leaders 
predicted more than 
15,000 Oxfordshire 
workers could join the 
mass walk-out over 
pensions on 
Wednesday, November 
30, in the biggest wave 
of industrial action for 
85 years. 

Four more unions -

and NASUWT - have 
announced their 
members would join 
the day of action. 

The National Union 
of Teachers (NUT), the 
Association of 
Teachers and Lecturers 
(ATL), and the National 
Association of 
Headteachers (NAHT) 
have also backed 
strikes and teachers 
predict the “vast 
majority” of 
Oxfordshire schools 
will be forced to close.

NUT assistant 
secretary Gawain Little 
said: “This is the first 
time we have seen 
pretty much all the 
public sector unions 
come together on a 
single issue where they 
all feel strongly. 

“A lot of people are 
making comparisons to 
the 1926 General Strike, 
when we had a million 
and a quarter people 
out. This time we are 
potentially looking at 
three million.” 

In June, 154 of 
Oxfordshire’s 282 state 
schools were closed or 
partly closed when the 
NUT and ATL went on 
strike on June 30. 

Under money-saving 
measures proposed by 
the Coalition, public 
sector employees will 
be asked to work for 
longer and pay more 
into their pensions, but 
their retirement 
package would be 
reduced. 

A new Government 


offer, promising to 
protect pensions of 
members 10 years from 
retirement and 
providing extra support 
for the lowest paid 
workers, was rejected 
by unions earlier this 
month. Ministers say 
the cost of public sector 
pensions are rising, 


putting pressure on 
frontline services and 
tax, but unions say 
their pensions schemes 
are in surplus and are 
being raided. 

Mr Little said strikes 
by up to 23 unions and 
professional bodies may 
force the Government 
to back down.

A POPULAR landlord was likely to have been more than two 
times the drink-drive limit when he crashed into a tree and 
died. 

Robert Huntington, who ran the Duke of Cumberland’s 
Head in Clifton, was flung more than 20 feet out of the back 
window of his green Audi 4 despite wearing a seat belt in the 
smash late on Saturday, July 9. 

The 32-year-old died of severe head injuries at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital some six hours later. 

Mr Huntington had been drinking throughout the day and 
had a beer and a sambuca shot with his evening meal, Oxford 
Coroner’s Court heard on November 17. 

Tests taken after he died showed he had 106 mg of alcohol 
per 100ml of blood. The legal limit for driving is 80mg. 

But coroner Nicholas Gardiner said it was likely the levels 
were about 200mg 


at the time of the 
crash. 

The accident 
happened at about 
11.10pm on the 
B4031 Clifton Road 
between 
Deddington and 
Clifton. A passing 
driver found Mr 
Huntington lying 
in a ditch. 

Police officer 
Murray Maclean 
said a bottle of 
cider was found in 
the wreckage, 
adding: “There was 
a strong smell of 
alcohol in the car.’ :

Crash investigator PC Daniel Henderson said it was likely Mr 
Huntington had been driving above the 60mph speed limit 
before he lost control and crashed into the hedgerow. 

Dr Nicholas Hunt, who performed the post-mortem 
examination, said Mr Huntington would not have been 
conscious or felt any pain. 

He said: “These were devastating injuries and really not 
survivable. They are indicative of a very heavy impact. It is 
clear the full force of the impact had been taken on his head.” 

Mr Gardiner recorded a verdict of accidental death. 

He said: “It seems clear Mr Huntington was driving his car 
perhaps slightly above the speed limit and he had consumed a 
considerable amount of alcohol. He failed to negotiate the 
right-hand bend and was ejected through the rear window.” 


Fly tipper receives a 
big fine for impatience 


A MAN who dumped unwant¬ 
ed household items instead 
of waiting for the tip to open 
is almost £600 out of pocket. 

In August, Thomas Paris, 
28, of Parklands, Banbury, 
went to Alkerton waste and 
recycling centre to get rid of 
cardboard boxes, a chest of 
drawers, carpet and children’s 
clothing. 

But the site was closed 
and he dumped the items in a 
field off the A422 Stratford 
Road, near Shenington. 

The landowner reported 
the flytip to Cherwell District 
Council and officers found 
evidence linking the incident 
with Paris. 

On Friday, November 11, at 


Banbury Magistrates’ Court 
he admitted dumping the 
items and was fined £200 and 
ordered to pay £150 costs, 
£227.36 for clean-up and a 
£15 victim surcharge. 

Cherwell District Council’s 
deputy leader George 
Reynolds said: “Before any¬ 
one decides to dump rubbish 
on someone else’s land, I’d 
like them to consider how 
they’d feel if it was done to 
them. We are often able to 
track down offenders but 
when we cannot, taxpayers 
foot the clean-up bill.”

B aby makes three in The 
Twilight Saga: Breaking 
Dawn - Part 1, the fourth 
film based on the books by 
Stephenie Meyer, which brings the 
love story of a mortal and a 
vampire to a suitably bloody 
resolution. 

Like the climactic outing of 
Harry Potter, this final chapter of 
the Twilight series has been 
cleaved in two, with the concluding 
instalment due in November 2012. 

There's no credible artistic 
reason for the separation - the 
film-makers are simply milking 
their cash cow twice. 

Breaking Dawn - Part 1 


stretches a 50-minute narrative 
into almost two hours of lustful 
glances, bitter recriminations and 
CGI-heavy battles between 
bloodsuckers and their werewolf 
rivals. 

Where one scene would 
normally suffice, screenwriter 
Melissa Rosenberg churns out two, 
underscored with angst-ridden 
rock and pop. 

When one character’s life flashes 
before their eyes, Rosenberg takes 
the idea literally and bombards us 
with a montage of key scenes from 
the previous three films. 

Director Bill Condon’s previous 
film was Dreamgirls, which had 
plenty of razzle but no emotional 
dazzle. 

Here, he once again 
demonstrates a flair for style over 
substance. 

When we left Bella Swan 
(Kristen Stewart), she had chosen 
vampire Edward (Robert 
Pattinson) over werewolf Jacob 
(Taylor Lautner). 

Poor Jacob is heartbroken and 


shows his despair by taking off his 
shirt in the first 20 seconds of this 
fourth film and flaunting his gym- 
honed abs. 

Bella and Edward marry soon 
after in front of her parents (Billy 
Burke, Sarah Clarke) and his 
blood-sucking clan: Dr Carlisle 
(Peter Facinelli), Esme (Elizabeth 
Reaser), Alice (Ashley Greene), 
Rosalie (Nikki Reed), Emmett 
(Kellan Lutz) and Jasper (Jackson 
Rathbone). 

The newlyweds head to a private 
island off the coast of Rio de 
Janeiro to consummate their love. 

With Harry Potter consigned to 
the annals of movie history, tween 
audiences will sink their fangs into 
The Twilight Saga: Breaking Dawn 
-Parti. 

Condon sates them with a 
succession of tasteful love scenes 
involving Bella and Edward and a 
climactic coupling that is far less 
brutal and bruising than the book. 

There are moments of 
unintentional hilarity, including a 
risible imprinting sequence and a 


disagreement between Edward and 
Bella about keeping an unborn 
child, which he refers to as “"it”. 

“It’s a baby!” argues Rosalie. 

“Probably,” adds Jasper, which 
sounds menacing on the page but 


is deliciously camp on the big 
screen. The opening salvo ends 
rather curiously with all loose 
threads seemingly tied and nothing 
to keep us counting down the days 
until 2012.

A POLISH man who 
has set up a website 
aimed at bringing 
Oxfordshire’s Polish 
community together 
has called on his 
compatriots to get to 
know their neighbours. 

Michal Gogut, 32, 
from Banbury, has 
lived in the UK for 
seven years and came 
to Oxfordshire initially 
as a student to learn 
English. 

He set up 

oxfordshire.pl a year 
ago, providing 
information in Polish 
and English about 
services and events, 
and has organised an 
event this weekend 
aimed at bringing 
people from all 
different cultures and 
backgrounds together. 

He said: “There are 
quite a lot of people for 
whom the main 
problem is English - 
they don’t know how to 
access information on 
simple things like how 
to go to the dentist, and 
that is why I set the 
website up. 

“I think it’s very 
important that Polish 
people integrate within 
the local community. 

“We are visitors in 
this country, we should 
know the language and 
the traditions of the 


place we live in now.” 

To that end, the 
launch of a new Polish 
Saturday school at 
Didcot Methodist Hall 
on Saturday, from 10am 
to 1pm, has been 
thrown open to the 
general public. 

Mr Gogut, who works 
for Cherwell District 
Council, said: “The 
Saturday school is to 
enable children to 
learn the Polish 
language, tradition and 
culture, but we also 
want to bring people 


from different 
communities together.” 

The exact number of 
Polish residents in 
Oxfordshire is not 
recorded, but is 
understood to run to 
thousands. 

On the Oxfordshire 
Polish ‘portal’, almost 
all of the content is in 
both Polish and 
English, and covers 
everything from 
information on how to 
apply for benefits to 
events in the area. 

Between 40 and 70 


people now visit the 
site each day, and while 
Mr Gogut said most 
were accessing it in 
Polish, a growing 
number were reading 
the English versions. 

Mr Gogut said: 
“Something like this 
would have really 
helped when I first 
came to this country, I 
would have known 
what’s going on and 
how to get help. Maybe 
in the future there will 
be other languages as 
well.”
